NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


On a rough estimate it appeare that up to tho present date the sam of 
£930,000 has been collectod in the various conntries of the world for the 
ponefit of the enfferers by the Raesian persecutions, Towards this eum the 
countries Of Europe have contributed ia the following proportions: England, 
£70,000, France £40,000, Germany £30,000, Austria £20,000; other European 
‘countries £20,000. From the other sido of the Atlantic the amount raised 
appeats to be about £50,000 which co opletes the above total. It will thus be 
ecen that England has contributed most, and when we remember that eho starled 
the agitation and has hitherto dono the most work, we may wel! be proud of 
tlie part taken by as in this historic crisis of the Jewish race, 


The persecution of the Russian Jows has been compared with the expulsion 
from Spain in 1492, In one respect, at least, the modern calamity is less terrible 
than its medimval prototype. The Russian refugee is meeting with humane 
treatment in the countries in which he is seeking a home, either permanent or 
cmporary; and the sympathy wich which he. is received is manifested by 
Christians as well as by his coreligioniste. The exiles of 1492 had to endure 
not only the worldly losa and the physical. and mental suffering attendant on 
Lanishment, but the enmity of those foreign populations among whom they 
sought an asylum. Some of them settled in Portugal, only to be driven out 
after a short interval. Of those who tock ship for Barbary many were sold as 
claves, eo great was thoir destitution and eo hard-heartcd were the people on 
whoscevers shores they landed. Others succumbed to famine or pestilence ; 
others, agein, were. murdered for the sake of the wealth they wero popularly 
ho lieved to have brought with them. These who made for Italy were, in many’ 
instances, not allowed to land. In every country alvastage was taken of their 
to enceavour to seduce them into apostasy. 


The fate of the Rassian fugitives is a testimony to the development of the 
ecutiment of brotherhood among the Jows themselves, as well ag to the general 
growth ef Lumane feeling. The expulsion of 1492 brings this truth out into 
f.. Attempts were certainly made to succour tiie victims of the 
decree of Ferdinand and isabella; but they wero the isolated and consequently 
feeble feeble attempts of individuals. “Here and there a rabbi or the head of a 
community put forth a praiseworthy effort for the purpose of relioving the 
pocrer Spanish Jews or of delivering them from.slavery. Bret anything even 
remotely approaching the concerted action which the Russian crisis hag pro- 
duced to-cay among the Jews of the world was not dreatmed.of. The troubles of 
our Russian brethren have had the good effect not only of showing that the 
fraternal bonds which bind Jews together aro far stronger than ever they were, 
but of conferring upon them the additional strength which comes with nee. Lt 
is net teo much to say that the Rasso Jewish persecution has mate th» feeling 
of Jewish Draherhood strong by creating tha necessity for a strevg feeling of 
lrotherheod. The magnitade of the peril has evolved thé mevns of safety,

Tho Russian. people are beginning to see thal it doss not pay. to expel the 
- dews, The economic consequences of the recent ontrages are forcing themselvce 
in an unpleasant manner upon the attention of the commercial classes, Spain 
had to encounter a like experience after the events of 1492. Tho first-reault of 
the expulsion ofthe Jews was scen: in tho dearth of ‘medical men, a large 
number of the profession having hitherto been Jows. As a consequence, the 
tick very often either died from lack-of medical advice, or became the prey of 
quacks. Moreover the expulsion deprived: the eouotry of a large nunber. of 
chilled handicraftsmen and of the wealth which theie combined Isbour repra- 
tented. Spain lost, tee, the cietributors as well as the produccra. of wealth—a 
which, pace Mr. Goldwin Smith, is ‘indispensable to every community, 
She lost. all this; as Graefz reminds us, at a time when.the colonization of 
Awerica was at hand, and when ehe might have laid ‘the foundation of lasting: 
national prosperity. Torquemada willed otherwise, Can Roseia afford to 
imitate his shortsighted fanaticism ? We rejoice that tho new midistry of 
Caont Tolstoi answers this qneestion in the negative.

THE MANSION HOUSE COMMITTEE. 


- A meeting of the Mansion Touse Committe of the fand for the relief of tho 
Russo-Jewish fugitives was held on Wednesday afternoon in the Venetian parloar, 
Cardinal MANNING presiding. The fund was reported to amount to £94,500, includ. 
ing (10,000 received from Continental committees for purposes of emigration, 

3 Sir JULIAN GOLDsMIP brought up a report of the Executive Committee, ttating 
that the Lord Mayor's notice defining the exact cless of refugees to which the 
application of the fand was restricted had been widely circulated with beneficial 
resulta. A report has been publisbed by the Lord Mayor of the progress of the work 
undertaken by that Committee, and giving some estimation of the work still undone.

JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 


The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Jews’ Free School was held 
on Sunday Jast at the School in Bell Lane, Spitalfields. The ceremony was held in 
the three large rooms forming the old portion of the boys’ school, which were 
thrown into one for the occasion. A pleasant spectacle was afforded by the hundreds 
of children who occupied the galleries and the floors_of two of the large rooms, Sir 
NATHANIEL DE ROTHSCHILD, M.P., President of the School, oceupied the chair, 
and among those present were the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler and Mra. Adler, the Hon. 
Michael Solomon of Jamaica (who presented a prize of £5 5s.), Measra. Alfred L, 
Cohen, Louis Davideon, Walter Josephs, E. M. Leon, F, D, Mocatta, A, Rosenfeld, 
and Myer Stern, of New York, 

The proceedings were enlivened by some exce)lent singing render d by the boys’ 
and girls’ choirs, the former under the direction of Mr, Louis B. Abrahame, the latter 
under that of Misa Lilly Betts, and each numbering nearly 350 voices. The boys’ 
-ang Mr. M.S. Waley’s rendering of Adon Olam,the “ Soldiers’ Chorus” (Faust), 
and the “ Rataplan”’ (La Fille du Régiment), and the girls two songs by Bishop. 
and Laruch be, The time and harmony were capital and left nothing to be desired, 
but a lower key might with advantage bave been pitched in one or two instances, 

The report of the examiners having been read by Mr. Angel, and the principal 
prizes (a list of which will he found below) having been distributed by Mra. 
liermann Adler, 

The Rev. Dr, TERMANN ADLER was called upon by the Chairman to address the 
large gatheriug. The rev. gentleman said : or obvious reasona I can say nothing 
about the lady who bas just handed the prizes to the children, except that I know 
che takes the warmest interest in their welfare. Thia feeling she learnt from her 
mother (Mrs. Joseph), who, as long as her strength lasted, came here and took her 
share in the work of the Ladies’ Committee. She is also not unworthily following 
the example of her aunt, Mre, A. N, Mycre, who is etill able to visit the school and 
reguiarly to attend the meetings of that Committee. To thoece who have been for 
tunate enough to obtain prizes, I would call to mind the names ef those departed 
men‘and women in whose memory they were founded. Wow many pious memories 
cluster around those prizes! Take, for instance, the late Baroness Evelina de Rothe- 
child—(cheers)—a most touching description of whose life, eo prematurely cut. off, 
has been written by her respected mother, in which we are told that she found her 
greatest happiness in giving happiness to others. Again, we have the name of the 
late Judith Lady Montefi JFe, that noble woman who always stood by the side of her 
venerable husband in bis philanthropic efforts to benefit his fellow-creatures of every 
creed. (Cheers). You will understand, my young friends, that it is impossible for 
all of you to be prize-holders, for, although the list ia a goodly one, yet in a achool 
like this the proportion of prizes must be ema!l in comparieoa with the number of 
pupi's. There are some children who when they first ¢o to school look on it with a 
kind of aversion for they think it nicer to play about in the streets, Bat after 
a while this feeling of unworthiness passes away, and if you rightly understand the 
purpose for which you are here, you will consider the hours spent here as some of 
the sunniest in your lives, irradiated by the consciousness that you are here pre- 
paring to carve out a career and to gain a living for yourselves, It is said of the 
great Napcleon that when one day he revisited the echool at Brienne, in which he 
bed been educated, he addressed to the pupils the following few but valuable 
remarks : * Remember that every hour wasted 1n school is a source of misfortune to 
you hereafter,” My dear children, lay these words to’ heart. The managers of this 
_eehcol do not so much desire to send out into the world .extraordinarily clever child- 
ren'a&8 much as that you should learn the value of industry, and be trae-hearted, 
honest, and pure, (Cheers), Although you naturally wish to give as much satis- 
faction as possible to your inspectore, you shou'd remember that there is one Inepec- 
tor—and with all reverence I say it—whom you are also bound to honour—that 
Great God on High who sent you into this world faithfully to accomplish the duty 
imposed upon you, I do not intend to dilate on a subject which has occupied our 
almost undivided attention during the past year, and to which our Chairman has 
deyoted so much time and energy in his capacity of Chairman of the Russo-Jewish 
‘ Committee—(cheers)—but I would in a few simple words contrast your happy con- 
dition with the miseries and anxieties of your brethren in Russia ; I mean of the 
children of your own age andposition. Numerous’ refugees have come to me with 


their. children and told me that it was chiefly on their account that they left Russia, — 


_ Some of the children had got on excellently at the schools in various parts of the 
Empire, but-had been sent. away for no other reason than because they were Jews. 
Uther parents complained to me of the injustice of the teachers who, on being 
appealed to for protection by Jewish childrea beaten by their fellow pupils, denied 
them the justice they sought, and added to the punishment already inflicted upon 
them, simply because they were Jews. Think; then, my dear children, how grest a 
privilege it isthat you live in this happy England, that you are pepils of this insti- 
lution where every possible benefit is conferred upon you, and where you are 
ruled by a Head Master, a Head Mistress, and a staff of teachers, who dearly ‘love 
you aud who have but one desire—your true happiness and welfare. (Loud 
chcers.) 

NATHANIEL DE who was received with vociferous cheering, 
reid: Itis my privilege on these oceasions to address you, ladivs and geatlemen, who 
honeur us with jour presence when we award the prizes to the happy recipient:, 
and were it pot that I unworthily fill the office of President of this great school and 
that you, therefore, expect to hear from me. a short history of the past, there would 
te Lut few words for me to add to the eloquent discourse 0? Dr, Hermann Adler. I 
think you will agree with me that it is impossible for an inssitution of this kind to 
Tema n stationary. It must either progress or fal behind. 1 am proud to say that 
the Jews’ Free School never falla behind —(Cheers)—but that it is always progressing 
in excellence and in numbers, (Renewed cheers.) Now, however the progress in

1440, 1405 and 1,402, On the 14th of this month the total number of boys present 
Were 1,583, whilst the total on the books for this month are 1,662 ; the total attend- 
ances for the first half of 1882 being 330,000.

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of immigrants that reach its shores. Whi'e Count Iosatierr remained at 
the head of affairs in Russia, no hope seemed to exist for the Russian Jews 
bat wholesale emigration, and no haven of refuge seemed so promising as 
the United States. It was, therefore, extremely gratifying to all friends of 
the cause to learn that America recognized the daty imposed upon her, that 
a society had been formed for the special purpose of receiving Hebrew 
Emigrants, and that a delegate from that body, the Hon. Mogirz Exv.iincer 
had arrived in Earope to concert measures with the Earopean Committees 
for united action in the work of transferring the refugees from the Galician 
borders to the United States. 


We now learn with considirable regret that the relations between the 
Mansion H[ouse Fund Committee and the Ilebrew Emigrants’ Aid Society 
of New York are not fo satisfactory as might be desired. We published 
last week the correspondence that has. passed between Mr, N. 8, Josern 
the Ifonorary Secretary of the London Committee, and. Mr. Korsueept 
the Secretary of the New York body. In another coluwn we print a letter 
despatched from Mr. Josern. to M. Isipone Lorn, the Secretary of 
‘the Alliance Israelite of Paris, in which he explains certain difficulties that 
have occurred in connection with the action of the Hebrew Emigrants’ Aid 
Society. The discussion has reached a stage at which public opinion may 
rightfully pronounce on the merits of the case, 

Let us begin by saying that we have every sympathy with the Ameri- 
can Jews in the difficult task they have before them. The simp'e process 
of “ putting ourselves in their place” will enable us to understand their 
anxiety at having close upon seven thousand indigent coreligionists thrown 
upon their country within the space of two months. Great as are the 
resources for obtaining work in America, there can be no doubt that they 
mast be taxed lieavily by this relatively large inflax. They would doubtless 
have preferred that the emigrants should have reached their shores more gradu- 


ally and with more ample‘resonrces of their own to begin the battle of life, . 


and these, it will be seen, are the conditions urged by Mr, Konrsuxxpr in 
his reply to Mr. N.S. Joseru. Unfortunately, however, these conditions 
are utterly unattainable in the present case, The emigrants have to be removed 
from Brody as quickly as possible, they liave scarce'y any means of their own, 
and many intelligent representatives of Judaism at the Berlin Conference have 


decided that America affords the best hopes of their obtaining a livelihood. 


Under these circumstances it was incumbent upon the American Israelites 
to accept the inevitable, and the practical problem resolved itself into dis- 
covering the modus operandi .of settling the emigrants, It is at this 
point that the Mansion House Committee and the Hebrew Emigrants’ Aid 
Society are in complete opposition, The former have adopted the “ disper- 
- sion scheme,” the latter the plan of colonization, which may be excellent in 
itself, but which, in the form proposed by them, requires complete. control 
__ of the numbers and status of the emigrante, and unrestricted management 
of large funds to be handed over to them by the European Committees, | 
Now when a body of men ask that large sums of money. should -be 
handed over to them for a specific task it is but right that their capacity to 
perform the work they undertake should undergo the severest scrutiny. 
The European Committees are responsible to the contributors of their 
respective funds to see that they should te devoted to the purpose for which 
they are intended, It is stated, however, that the expenses of management 
of the Hebrew Emigrants’ Aid Society reach the large sum of three thou- 
sand pounds per anuum and are rapidly rising. The Mansion House Com- 
mittee are naturally proud of having done their work hitherto at the 
small expense of £800. We can easily understand their hesitation in 
giving up theirremakably economical organization. in fayour of a society 
which is as yet searcely organized and,. notwithstanding this, requires such 
a large sum to maintain the point of cfliciency which it has at present 
reached, 


We may fairly ask the Hebrew Emigrants’ Aid Society what it is 


prepared to do with its large rate of expenditure. Mr. Kunsuegpr 
answers in his letter to Mr. Josera that his Society can receive 200 emi- 
grants weekly and this only if large funds are placed at its disposal from 
this side of the Atlantic. From accounts in the American papers it appears 
that even this modest claim exceeds the actual performance of the Society. 
Only about 50 souls weekly are settled by its means. When it is remembered 
that nearly 1,000 refugees per week have been forwarded on the dispersion 
principle, it is difficult to see how the Mansion House Comittee could have 
relegated the task ofsettling these to a society which, by its own confession, 


cannot possibly dispose of a fifth of that number, and which actually only. 


deals with one-twentieth, | 


Not only is the New York Society very diffident as to its powers of 


settling any considerable number of emigrants, it is also very exacting as 
to the character of the emigrants it is willing to receive. From Mr, Kvr- 


SHEEDT’s letter it appears that only those emigrants can be assisted by his 


society who are able-bodied artizans, agriculturists, or labourers, and 
Without wife and children, Young, unmarried and skilled adults are 
just the class of emigrants, one would have thought, that require scarcely 
any assistance, The proposal that wife and children should be left in 


___Earope is opposed to all English ideas of justice and is to be deprecate, 


both on moral and economical grounds, Ifthe Hebrew Emigrants’ Aid 
Society be really serious in insisting on limiting their aid to such persons 
their efficiency seems to be confined to helping those who are best fitted to 
help themselves, Besides all this, jadged by the practical test of experience, 
the Aid Society has failed in the only alternative it proposed for the disper- 
tion scheme. ‘Lhe Lousiana colony was planted on a badly selected site and 
has failed, and the other attempts. of the kind appear to have been 
abandoned, 
These are serious oljections to the present constitution of this Society, 
of which so much was expected from the glowing panegyries of its dele- 
gate, Mer, Ecviinckr. But worse remains behind. ‘These unfortunate 
creaturer, whom all the world is pitying and sacconring, have left their 
country owing to persecution of their religion. Every consideration shonld 
therefore be paid to the feelings of these martyrs of our religion. Yet the 
New York Society have slmost from the ontset declared that they find it 
impracticable to procure the emigrants employment unless they are prepared 
to relinquish their religious observances, especially keeping the Sabbath and 
eating husher food. Phe cynical coolness with which this confession is made 
, cannot but alienate the sympathy of almost.any right-thinking person, We 
are contident that no body of Cliristian gentlemen dealing with the same 
individuals would have had the inhumat ity to propose ench a sacr lice, That 
it sheuld have emanated from a responsible body of Jews argues something 
very rotten in the state of American Judaism. There can be intolerance on 
the part of free-thought as well as on that of rigid orthodoty, and this 
appears to be a striking instance of the fact, 

The case against the Hebrew Emigrants’ Aid Society appears, ther-- 
fore, to be as follows : They expend large sums in keeping up an institatico 
that provides employment only for those who could obtain it without t)eir 
help, and they advocate wife desertion and renunciation of primary religious 
observances as conditions of their aid. “The Mansion House Committee are 
clearly within their right in refusing to grant unreservedly large suns to 

be expenucd in sucha manner, That the American Society should have been 
exasperated at this refusal is perhaps only natural.” Bat the means which, i: 
seem, they have adopted for displaying their exasperation cannot be defended. 
It is suggested that the sensational telegrams which have been recently 
eent across the Atlantic have been inspired by the Hebrew Emigrants’ 
Aid Socicty. These display more than the imagination of a Fausrare in 
raising the nuniber of unemployed in New York far above the whole number 
of emigrants that have bcen sent to that city. And in any case it wis an 
ungracious act to resort to means that afford themselves no reiief and ham- 
per the beneficial action of those who are, after all, fellow-workers in the 
great cause, | | | 
While, Lowever, we have no sympathy with, and very little confidence in 
the Hebrew Emigrants’ Aid Suciety we cannot altogether allow the wisdom 
of sending such very large numbers to the United States without any sur. ty 
of their being hospitably received. We have throughout advocated co- 
operation as the only basis on which this grave problem can be solved 
and come measures should have been adopted to attain this end before 
launching out on such a large scale. This co-operation need not have been 
with the Hebrew Emigrants’ Aid Society, though they at present occupy 
the field. The Board of Delegates or even the various congregations of the 
place of destination will certainly be found willing to assist in the work 
without needing large funds for expenditure, without requiring selected 
refugees, and withont insisting on thein renouncing Judaism: Tiwe presse | 
and the Mansion House Committee had to act as best it could without any 
co-operation across the water, Under the circumstances, it must be 


| allowed that it has performed its unique task with remarkable skill and 


success. And certainly with the evidence before us the Committee has been 
fully justified in refusing to co-operate with a Society that spends such large 
sums, does 80 little with them and offends the refugees’ religious feelings 80 
strongly as the Hobrew Emigrants’ Aid Society.

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NOTES FROM GERMANY. 


Our Leipsic correspondent writes - Early in the present month Dr. G. Wolf 
of Vienna, the diligent historian, pubiished an article in the Augsburger Allye- 
meine Zeitung on the equally deplorable and disgraceful revival of the blood- 
accusations against the Jews, showing how tenaciously the moh has for centnries 
clung to this prejadice, notwit standing Pope [anoesut LV.’s Ball of Jaly 5h 
1247, avd other commands on the part of secular rulers, including the Baperor’ 
rederick aud all his successors, not to do any harm fo the oa atoonat of 
tliat prejudice. He then gives a detailed report of various cases in point that 
occurred in Hungary in 1529, at Uogwar in 1790, at Wolki in 1839, and at 
Surajow in 1844. In each case the mob used the accusation asa pretext to rob 
and plunder the Jewa.. In consequence of the outrages committed at Ungwar, 
the Hinngartan Diet issued a decree charging ali the Comitats “ for the safety of 
the which 1a Jietarbed by this erroneous prejudice, and which makes theca 
). lieve that the Jews sacrifice human blood in their worship of God, to take 
care to eradica‘e this prejudice from the minds of the people in the most suitable 
way, and, according to local circumstances, perhaps, too, calling tho pries's ia 
aid, and to teach them (the people) that this abominable vice ie as repngnant 
to tlie Mosace Law and the writings of the Prophets, ia fact to the entire Ol! 
Testament, en which the Jewish religion ia principally based, a8 to tho precepts 
ot all other religions conse qucnily to itnpute to the whole Jewish nation a 
murder Which may have been committed by come Jow, even if-it proved to have 
committed frou: a superstitions view; would be as‘unjust as to accuss all 
Christendom when buch cases happen among Christians.”

Mr. Heilprin’s book, one of the few productions of American Jewish 


schivlarship that have come to our notice, is an attempt to construct the history 
of lerael from the remains of early Hebrew poetry. In the first volume it gives 
the songs scattered through the historical books such as thoee of Lamerh 
(Gen, iv, 2, 24) of Jacob (Gen. xiix), of Moses and Miriam (Ex. xv.) the 
enatches containedin Ex xvii, 15,Nam.x., 55,56, xxi, 14, 15, 17, 18,20, 27, 
the songe of Balaam, Num xxiii, xxiv, the song of “Moses (Deut. xxiii), 
the quotation from the Book of Jasher (Josh. x.,. 12-14), the song of Deborah 
(Judg. v.), the riddlea of Samaon (Jad. xiv, 14, 18, xv., 16), the rhythmical 
utterances of Samuel (1. Sam. xv., 22, 23, 29, 55), the comparisons of Saul and 
David (1, Sam. xviii, 7), the Lament of David 8am. i.), and his dirge over 
Abner (11. Sam. iii., 35, 4). and there are added such peaims as deal with the same 
topice, We have given a list of the contenta of the first volume as it may be 
veeful to have a tulerably complete list of the earliest soraps of Hobrow poe'ry.

Ile completely denies any historical 
foundation to the history f the Patriar ha and eveu acc: pis Bers view 
thatthe lives. of the Patriarchs are political pasymoades. After this it ia 
no surprise to find Mr. Ueilprin doubting the historical traths of the pacsage of the 
Ked Sea. Me. eilpria’s new translation appear to us somew)at stiff, though 
mostly accurate, and having the acvantage of being arranged in separate lines, 
as no doubt the resincd version will contata there passag-s. Lis notes often 
display much critical acumen, and his book would bave teen more useful and 
readable if he had contined hiinself more strictly to his task and called hia work 
anew translation of the fraguicnta of verse inthe historical books of the Old 
‘Testament. His second volume with new translation of the early prophets 
Micha, Amos, and Hosea, scarcely answer to his tile and might have easily 
formed aweparate work.

That in either case the fandamental principles of Jndaiem 
will remain untouched is our firm conviction, yet it woald be idle to 
deny that in the latter alternative mach will bave to be changed in the Judaic 
view of the Bible. These views have created great consternation in the Pro. 
te.tant camp, as is well kaown from the case of Profersor It. Smith. They 
strike more directly, it appeare to us, against the long established traditions of 
Jewish theory, which has always laid greater stress on the Torah than on any 
other part of the Bible. We predict, therefore, that as the views wo have 
referred to above find more and more currency as thoy evidently’ aré doing, 
oue of the vital questions of nineteenth century Judaism wi'l be; when was the 
Torah written ?”

[FROM OUR CORRESPUNDENT. | 
SMYRNA; Jonge 4, 1582. 

In aceordanice with the apnouncemant T made in my last letter, the aonual 
elections for the Consistoire Lereélite which have just been held have this year 
been of exceptional interest, inasmuch as the members have been ehcted ty 
public voting, whilet formerly the retiring members themselves appointed their 
successora, This procedure gave rise to many abuses, from which the commuypal 
aduinietration suffered to a considerable extent. Tue newly-elected wembere, 
twelve in nomber, fully deserve the coslidence of their constiltientd. Althouch 
{lity only-took office a very short time ago, they have already introdnct! vai. 
cus useful reforme, ar«d-it is to be heped tbat they will rot turn Lack from the: 
line of action which they have adopted. Tae eyea of the entire ‘community 
are upon them ; it rests with them, therefore, to prove to the public that the 
mode of election inangurated this year was abdsolately inJispeasabie, and that 
it will lead to fruitful. fesulte. 

The Jewish Lloepital founded by the philanthropic Rothschild family of 
Vienna bas likewiee renewed its administration, Dr. Fano Bey his been 
appointed its President, a choice on which we cannot safliciently congratulate 
ourselves. Alchough Dr. Fano Bey has only lately settled ia Sinyrna, he has 
thoronghly euccecded ja winnirg the esteem of our coreligionista, Boesises 
acting as honorary physician to tLe Hvepita!, he attends the sick poorin their 
homes without charge, and he also pays a profeéeional visit at least once a werk - 
to the echools of the Alliance Tersclite. LHe will be assisted by Dr, Teaac 
Hadjos Bey, who has likewise just established himself iu this city, after having 
cow ph ted ‘a most honourable career in the service of the O'toman Army. 

The anniversary féce of. the Hospital was held a couple of weeks ago in 
the presence of the Austriam ard: Dotch Coneule, the Grand Rabbi and the 
Jewieh notebilitiee of Smyrna An elcquent speech, appropriate to the occasion, 
was delivered by M. Elie Ganon, but the most atiractive feature of the ceremony 
was the excellent singing of a choir of children. Several benevolent ladies 
Lave formed themeclves ioto a committee for superintendiog the hospital and 
another ladies’ committee has been formed with the object of providing the 
Maiame Alexandre Sidi, -one 
of the most esteemed and most generous ladies among the Evropean colony, has 
been appointed President of the evupervision committee. Thar ks to ber influence

and to ber intimate relations with the ¢lite of our society, Madame Sidi is 


adiniratly fitted to render most important services to our Jewish institutions 
She occupies herself in a marke! 
degres with the important work of educating Jewish gistlsa—a work which 
enables her to give fall play to her generous seritiments. Toe collection made 
during the 1é@te. for the benefit of the Horpital realized upwards of a thousand 
franca. 
The Telégraphe, a Hebrew-Spanish journal pablished in Constantinople, 
has been anusing iteelf by publishing. a series of anonymous articles, 
ridiculing the attire of the ladies, the mode of conducting public worship, 
and the general habits ard customs of the Jews in. .Swyina. Although 
there is rome tru h in the staements made by the writer, it is highly 
ciacreditable to him that he shculd have attacked an bhovourable community like 
that of Smyrea, which bas made such gigantic etrides ia the path of progress 
during the last decade, and which moreover ineti Ulons that canuvt 
be rivalled in oiher parts of: the East. 
Orce more must ! revert to the cemete y qreetion, which after all, has not been 
rettled. In my last letter I mentioned that the delegates whom this community 
had sent to Constantinople to lay the case befure the Sublime Porte, had been 
informed that the Saltan was about to iesue an ira’é, ordering tho restitation 
of that portion of the cemetery, which is now cccupied by the huts of the 
Mu-evlman immigrants, as a'so the demolition of these buts. It seems, how- 
ever, that our delegates have allowed themec!ves to be deceived by vain promises, 
for when our administration hire addressed the Governo:-General on this 


gobject, he rep'ied that be had receive! no instrections from Constantinople to 


remove the huts. The delegates are still at Constantinople awaiting the pleasure 


of the Ministére. Their prolonged stay in the capital, scarcely add, 
entaila heavy expenses on our poor commanity, There is no prospect at present 


cf a speedy setticment of the affair. 

For some weeks past the Russian steamships from Odessato Syria heve 
carried auumber of Russc-Jewish emigrants desirous of settling in Palestine. 
As the veesels have to makea stay of at least one day at Smyrna we were 
enabled to jadge of the moral and pbysical misery by which the poor exiles 
have been overwhelmed. Among them were some individuals who appeared to 
be in tolerably easy circumstances, well educated, aad who had in Ruasia exert- 
cised liberal profcesions. With the object of rendering assistance to necessitous - 


emigrants duriog their bricf stay in this port, a committees has been formed, 


the members of which board every Rossian ship immediately on its 
arrival, and, after inquiring into tie wants of the Jewish passengers, 
give them as much help as lies in their power, For this purpose & 
bas been opened there, which has already produced several thousand: 
piastree, A further sum of 1,400 france has been collected and remitted to the 
Alliance in Paris for the general Russian Jews’ Kelief Fund, Everybody here 
is asking, with considerable anxiety, what will become of these unfortunate 


fugitives ia Palestine, where there is oo organization te relieve them, and where 


they will only iocrease the misery which already prevails there to so lamest- 


able an extent. It is true that a Committee has been formed at Jaffa, whieh is 


presided over by Mr. Amzallak (who, by the way, passed through here last — 
week en route for Constantinople, on the invitation, it is said, of Mr. Laurence 


- Oliphant), and that this gentleman is probably animated by the best iotentions, — 
but the question arises whether he is fitted to assume 0 heavy « responsibility. —
